Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s, filed 6/6/08, with respect to the rejections 
of claims 1 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1^' and 2"^^ paragraph as well as 35 U.S.C. 

102(b)/1 03(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 
1 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 112, l^'and 2"^^ paragraph as well as 35 U.S.C. 102(b)/1 03(a) 
have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest a nonaqueous solvent in a lithium secondary 
battery that consists only of y-butyrolactone, vinylene carbonate and vinyl ethylene 
carbonate. The closest prior art reference is U.S. 2004/0101763 to Kotato which 
teaches a nonaqueous solvent with the above listed components and also teaches that 
ethylene carbonate is present. There is no motivation within the prior art to remove the 
ethylene carbonate from Kotato to make the instantly claimed invention.
